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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the argument to claims 1,13, 28, and 
36, the applicant argues that the reference, Curtis, does not disclose a webpage stored on a database and a web and file transfer system. 
The examiner respectfully disagrees, as seen in, col. 1, lines 21-36, a web server is used to access a web page, which would inherently 
need to be stored in a database. The applicant argues that it is not necessary for a webpage to be stored on a database and that it is 
equally possible that a webpage could be stored in a cache, file structure, or another data gathering system completely different from a 
database. A database is a collection of data; all the alternate examples provided by the applicant supply that function thus essentially 
proving the inherency. Further, the claims do not provide a specific type of database and therefore any means of data collection, which 
would be necessary to store the web page on the web server, would qualify as one. In addition, the examiner respectfully disagrees with 
the applicants arguments that a web and file transfer system is not disclosed; as seen in col. 1, lines 21-36, col. 2, lines 54-65, col. 4, lines 
39-48, and col. 6, lines 1-10, there is a web server receiving and processing HTTP requests, managed request and response HTTP data 
transport (ie. a file transfer server), and a web server used to access a web page. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it 
takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 
USPQ 209 (CCPA1971). 
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
